Several casy- 
inge proved of insuffieient strength and 
had to be done over, The emergency 
pumps. of five iniillon gation capacily 
weer started, but: this proved insuf- 
ficient for the abnormal demand. -The 
city of Edmonton has already ordered & 
duplicate of (he six million gallon pump 
and. {hat machine will be’ Installed 
within «few inonthe. Mhis will elve 
a water supply capacity of seventeen 
million gallons éach, and three others 
of a combined carpacity of five millions 
capacity, making a total of seventeen 
million gallons every — Uwenty-four 
hours.

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Mr. Oliver Expostulates 
But Does Not,Explain 


a Following ihe liberal convention held in the Separate School hall yesterday afternoon 
the Oliver forces ate getting very busy in their attempt to promote the organization and ex- 
tension of their hand-picked association. Last night Mr. Oliver gave an address to a gathering 
of the faithful in their conimittee rooms in theExchange Mart, during the course of which he 
claimed the credit for the Canadian Northern and the Grand Trunk Pacific coming to Ed- 
monton, and also for the whole railway policy put into effect by the Rutherford government, 
including the railway to Athabasca Landing, which he said was to connect Edmonton with 


the waterways of the north. ' 

Mr. Oliver, in the course of his speech, paid a good deal of attention to the liberal con- 
vention, claiining that the people who attended the convention were not liberals and that the 
agitation against him was only the work of-a bunch of soreheads. He was particularly bitter 
against the men who had been active in carrying out his nomination arrangements at the 
lime of the last federal election, and he referred to his own bank account and to Mr. Ruther- 
ford at the same. time by saying that while he (Oliver) had a bank account in which the 
$69,350 had been shown to his credit, he felt sure that Mr. Rutherford’s bank account for 
any time in recent years would show a larger amount, and he did not see why it was an 
offence for the minister of the interior tohave a bank account which he did not feel obliged 
to explain, or words to that effect. 

Mr. Oliver did not undertake-to explain, however, how it happened that he came in 
possession of the amounts set out in the bank statement, nor did he offer any explanation 
of what he did with the money. - 3! 

For organization purposes the Oliver/gang is just now very busy in formulating a body 
known as the Niberal Juniors, the purpose of which is to stand in the same relation to the 
hand-picked association as the Young Liberal club does to the Liberal association. To swell 
the ranks of this boxy they were actively engaged in rounding up government officers and 
whatever young business men they.think they can control through the exercise of the patron- 
age. 

No date has yet been announced for the convention of the hand-picked association, but 
it is.understood that an arrangement exists .th Peter Talbol to the effect that Talbot is ‘os

it appear that the Oliver convention is regular. Talbot has sentout notices for a meeting of 
the executive to be held in Stanley Jones’ office in Calgary this evening and it is quite likely 
that some: announcement will be forthcoming from the self-appointed czar as a result of this 
meeting, .
